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PREFACE. 


JL  HE  Anatomical  Plates  here  presented  to  the  Public  were 
designed  to  accompany  the  last  edition  of  the  Anatomist’s 
Vadb-Mecom;  but  the  great  and  unexpected  demand  for  that 
work  obliged  the  Author  to  put  it  to  press  before  the  plates 
could  be  executed.  They  now  form  a separate  Fasciculus,  and 
may  either  be  attached  to  that  work,  or  not. 

It  is  hoped,  that  the  Explanatory  Maps  which  accompany 
the  plates,  will  enable  the  student,  for  wfyose  use  they  prin- 
cipally are  intended,  to  obtain,  with  greater  facility,  an  accurate 
knowledge  of  the  situation  of  the  bones  and  muscles.  Should 
the  plan  be  approved,  this  fasciculus  will  be  followed  by  others, 
to  illustrate  tlTe  situation,  form,  &c.  ol  the  viscera,  blood-vessels, 
nerves,  absorbents,  &c. 

The  reader  will  be  pleased  to  observe,  that,  in  order  to  pre- 
serve the  beauty  of  the  engravings,  no  references  are  inserted^ 
and  that,  with  respect  to  those  of  the  maps,  the  same  numbers 
are  mostly  affixed  to  the  same  part,  in  whatever  plate  they  may 
occur  (thus,  for  example,  185,  which  occurs  in  several  plates,  is 
always  put  to  mark  the  Gastrocnemius  exterirus : thus,  86  will 
be  found  affixed  ’o  the  different  plates  in  which  the  Psoas 
magnus  is  exhibited,  &c.  &c.);  and  to  obviate  the  tediousness 
which  attends  turning  over  leaves  to  consult  one  general  refer- 
ence, the  references  of  each  plate  ate  printed  on  the  opposite 
side.
